They have made haste, we are told, 
to telegraph to an Eastern college 
asking a gentleman well-known in 
the agricultural world to accept the 
position made vacant by the removal 
of Professor Carr. It is not likely 
that the next Legislature will be com 
pelled'to sand East for a new Board 
of Regents. 


JOHN CAKKEB STEBBISS' editorial in 


the Evening B\dietln, assumes the fit- 
ness of the Eegents to sit upon the 
competency of the Agricultural Pro- 
fessor. 
It appears that they have 


been trying to find a competent Pro- 
fessor to take incompetent Carr's 
place for two years, without success, 
because "agriculture is not yet a 
science." If agriculture is not yet a 
science, and the University ^does not 
•pretend 
to 
teach 
the 
practical 


art of agriculture, why have any 
teaching at all? That is what John 
Oarker Stebbins is after. If Garkei 
will profit by the lessons of the novel- 
ist, as Mrs. Tilton has done, he may 
even yet escape being run over by tht 
Carre. 


THAT Moulton is a son of a brute 


on wheels. After claiming to be pos- 
sessed of information that would dcfi- 
netely settle the Tilton-Beecher con- 
troversy, and, by intimation, impli- 
cating Beecher, he goes before the 
committee and refuses to make any 
statement about the case. The nfl'air 
looks more and more like a desperate 
game of blackmailing, as Bencher's 
friends claim. And Moulton is ap- 
parently as deep in the mud as Tilton 
is in the mire. He prates a good 
deal about his honor, a quality which 
he has failed to exhibit thus far. 
The least he could do under the cir- 


• cnmstances, in justice to Tilton, 


Beecher and the public, would be to 
make a complete disclosure of every 
document in his possession bearing 
in the least upon the case. As he re- 
fuses to do this, jt is fair to infer that 
he is a fraud. 


WHAT the next State election—a 


year hence — may develop, no one 
can say, and hence we have not al- 
luded to Professor Carr in connection 
with any office at this time. Other 
papers have mentioned his name iii 
connection with the Governorship, 
and now the mechanics and other or- 
ganizations propose him for State 
School Superintendent. We know 
this, that not a single person of either 
political party have we met who 
does not emphatically say that were 
tha election to come off within a 
month or two, Carr would be the nest 
Governor of California. There is no 
mistaking the universal character of 
this sentiment at present. However 
the personal issues of the case may ap- 
pear a year hence, aothing can occur 
to allay the universal feeling that a 
change in the management of the in- 
stitution at Berkeley must be effected 
by the next Legislature. The present 
system has been tried and found 
wanting. It is aristocratic, Jesuitical 
and contains no checks and balances. 
It is a purely personal affair. The 
Begents are appointed to almost a 
life lease power over tho institution, 
and from personal favorites of the 
Governor, who has proven » traitor 
to the average element that elected 
him.

A STILL MOREJMNOEROUS CASE 


To the Tribune: 


In_your issue of yesterday I see 


yon very ,wisely call the attention of 
the Fire Commissioners to .the mat- 
ter of allowing hay dealers to "pile 
up hay on the sidewalk, and in places 
where its presence is a standing 
alarm of fire," and you point out the 
case of a dealer in the neighborhood 
of Grove and Fifth streets! Allow 
me to call attention to one which is 
much more conspicuous, and which 
has been, for a long time, looked 
upon by residents and property hold- 
ers in the neighborhood with alarm 
and constant dread, that they may 
be aroused any night from their slum- 
bers to see their property melting 
away before the fire fiend, and no 
hope of succor from any mortal 
power, owing to the proximity of the 
wooden, half-decayed structures, and 
the, exceedingly combustible material 
of which they are made. I refer to 
that property-trap on Ninth street, 
between Broadway and Franklin 
street. Immense piles of hay. con 
ba seen stacked on theeidewalk.nt all 
hours of the day and night; and the. 
feed and hay store proper is a tum- 
ble-down concern which when once 
on fire, would be consumed before 
the sleepy City Hall watchman could 
get his eyes open. 
Adjoining the 


store on the rear is a long shed filled 
•with hay, leading back to other build- 
ings, and especially to a miserable 
old barn in which baled hay is kept 
stored, and which is situated quite 
up against the kitchen and sleeping 
apartment of a Franklin street resi- 
dent, who tells me he never retires at 
night without foar of being,burnt rut 
before morning.

place, on the east, are small wooden 
shanties, not another kind iu the 
neighborhood, and all old and dilapi- 
dated, just the material for the fire 
fiend to feed upon, the whole forming 
a most dangerous fuse, with only a 
reckless dropping of a lighted cigar 
or a match to set the whole in a blaze, 
and without hope of saving a single 
building in the block, no matter how 
efficient the firemen should be. It is 
a serious matter, and one which the 
residents in the neighborhood feel 
should at once receive attention by 
the proper authorities.

Hamilton the Theodore Parker of 


the Pacific toast. 


Editor Trilttne : 


It affords a " liberal" no mean 


measure of delight to realize that 
Oakland—stiff, staid, straightbacked, 
and I might add (religiously) 
stiff- 


necked Oakland—can boast of a re- 
ligions " teacher" who dares to step 
out of the old, timS-worn ragged ruts 
of ecclesiastical 
conventionalisms, 


and think for himself. 
To be per- 


mitted to tltink, is a recent acquisi- 
tion to man's schedule of liberty. 
Time was, and not so very long ago, 
yea, would even now be, if the ortho- 
dox church could [have things as it 
wished, when to think for one's self 
on matters which now are considered 
afiairs of the conscience alone, and to 
express that thought, were to jeop- 
ardize one's self, and render extreme- 
ly hazardous the chances for eternal 
salvation of the soul. 


L. Hamilton is the Theodore Par- 


ker of the Pacific Coast. If'I properly 
comprehend the man, his aim is to 
build up a church in Oakland whose 
members shall be restricted by no ec- 
clesiastical tenets, and bound to no 
prescribed rules of faith as to mail's 
duty and destiny; his relations to his 
fellow man and to his God; his pre- 
natal or future existence; the relation 
of the present with a real or injagin- 
ary future condition; divine revela- 
tion, or the reflations of nature; all 
matters and things pertaining direct- 
ly or indirectly, spiritually or mate- 
rially, to the past, present and future 
of man, and which are characterized 
as religions—to be free in regard to 
these, methinks, it is the province of 
this liberal man to combine, commin- 
gle and concentrate in the congrega- 
tion which he seeks to call around 
him—not so much to teach them; for 
such an audience cannot be taught, 
but to talk with and to them, and 
consult together upon the question- 
able evidences of a religious nature 
in man, and to seek light upon the 
still unanswered question, " If a man 
die shall he live a,gaiu?" 


That Mr. Hamilton does not pre- 


sume to set himself up as a religious 
Imdier, is evidenced by this sentence 
which I quote from his published 
sermon delivered on the subject of 
the Resurrection: 


"Ihave no theory of the resurrec» 


tion to present. I have nothing to 
say concerning the nature of Christ's 
resurrection body, or the changes it 
underwent, or what became of it. for 
the simple reason that I know noth- 
ing of these matters." 


This is as bold and daring an ex- 


pression as it is honest and candid. 
Xo theory of the resurrection! Shades 
of the Saints! Why has he no theory 
upon this important religions tenet 
to present to that intelligent audi- 
ence which conveus at the Independ- 
ent Chuch weekly'! He had a theory 
once, but'' times have altered since,''' 
and so has Mr. Hamilton. He is 
emphatically a progressionist, out- 
spoken, fearless and up to the most 
advanced position. 
The absolute 


idea of Christ's actual, real, literal 
rising up, after having lain three days 
in the tomb (and his body re-animat- 
ed), and " showing himself to his 
apostles aZire" for forty days, eating 
and drinking the while, and then as- 
cending, body, blood, bones and 
marrow, up into heaven—such non- 
sense is not for the thinking man. 
Hamilton, to reiterate. Verily, he 
has "no theory of the resurrection 
to present." 
"The literal recon- 


struction of dust that was muscle, 
and of ashes that were brain and 
marrow, bone and blood," says this 
bold thinker. '' into forms of organic 
life, was a faith possible to former 
days, but is not so to us." To be- 
lieve that " hell is paved with in- 
fants not n span long '' was possible 
in days not long since, but, the gods 
be praised, haunts the souls of but 
few mothers of to-day. 


But while Mr, Hamilton has no 


'' theory of the resurection to pre- 
sent," he has a theory of the appear- 
ing of Christ allre after his death and 
burial, and this it is. He says this, 
to his mind, "involves no other dif- 
ficulties than attach to any belief in 
spiritual existence and in the possi- 
bility of tieir manifestation to those 
still dwelling in the body." 


Inter-communication between the 


two worlds—the real and the imag- 
inary—no more, no less. But as I 
said in the onset, it is pleasant and 
cheering to a Liberal, to hear such 
bold, daring innovations—such in- 
roads upon the religious-oldfoggyism 
of the times, advanced and fearlessly 
expressed 
by 
this 
independent 


preacher.
